TEN YEARS AGO 
Gettysburg** Birthday: Gettysburg 
is officially or.*1 hundred and thirty- 
five years old today, 
By Act No 41 of the General As­ 
sembly of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania the town of Gettys­ 
burg aas created "The Borough of 
Gettysburg.” 
The Legislature convened in De­ 
cember. 1905, at Lancaster and the 
act was singed by Governor Thomas ; 
McKean on March IO. 1806 The bill 
had been finally approved by the 
Legislature a few weeks earlier. 
“James Gettys was a pioneer pro­ 
moter. He did his work so well that 
the larger town of Hunterstown w .is 
not in It. The promoter of those 
days sought to win by showing hor 
liberally the dear public was to be 
treated. 
‘The town of Gettysburg was 
plotted and ground was set aside for 
a court house at one point and at 
another for a jail. A quit rent ol I 
ll was put on every 60 ft. lot and 
these quit rents presented to the 
commissioners for the use of the 
county, and there were 210 of these 
lots There was but one thing to do 
and that was to let the diplomacy 
and liberal public spirit ness of Hit 
founder of Gettysburg win out 
“James Gettys was possessed of a 
certain crude native wit. The me­ 
morial he planned for himself in 
Evergreen cemetery had a marble 
hound keeping watch by his grave 
At one time there was about tin 
neck of the dog a collar inscribed 
‘I am James Gettys* doc. whose dog 
are

later removed by the farads. . .

Knowledge I* Safety 
It is becoming more ai d more evi­ 
dent that the high rate of automo­ 
bile accidents is due to lack of suf­ 
ficient familiarity with cars. Failing 
to keep abreast of changes in car 
operation and performance have 
cost many a motorist his life. It 
would not be so serious a situation 
if most drivers were skillful, but too 
many are making mistakes which 
were plain marks of inexperience 
ten and twenty years ago. Chief 
error at the moment is driving en­ 
tirely too fast for conditions. Most 
operators are traveling about ten 
miles an hour faster than they think 
they are. Brakes are highly efficient, 
but in slippery weather no braking 
is any better than the relatively 
anall arca of rubber in contact with 
the road surface. 
Power has to be skillfully handled, 
and when you combine high engine 
output with gearing that features 
getaway, it takes skill to prevent de­ 
livering too much torgue to the dr iv- I 
ing wheels Power skidding has been 
a source of highway danger since 
the earliest days, but it is many 
times more serious today because 
cars are more powerful and drivers 
less aware of the danger involved. 
Coupled with intensified education 
in road rules is the need for more 
intimate knowledge of what makes 
the wheels go round. Long delayed 
as It is this step toward safety will 
have to be taken in the interests 
of srif-preservation. I hope this 
column will .serve to lead in this di­ 
rection. 
.Midwinter Oil Note 
Motorists in very cold climates 
have for years been following the 
car makers’ suggt lion to use LOW 
oil plus IO per cent kerosene, but

SA E. are to substitute 5W oil at 
temperatures below’ IO degrees below 
zero. The new* light oil 1ms better 
viscosity stability and wear resist­ 
ance, lasts longer than a diluted 
combination and gives 33 per cent 
more cranking speed than LOW oil. 
I have personally driven cars with 
hydraulic valve lifters since way 
back in 1936, and my experience 
with them has been most pleasant, 
but with so many cars now being 
I equipped with this system it is 
natural that lifters occasionally need 
replacing When this is done remem­ 
ber that the motor should be run 
about an hour tit fa at idle until the 
; newly installed lifters quiet down. 
They will click until so broken in. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
“It s Just a small item but if you 
are troubled with a missing plug, or 
what seems to be this sort of trouble, 
the situation may be due to short­ 
ing from one of the plug tops to 
some too close metal part. Coolant 
leakage from the upper water hose 
will also cau p a plug to miss.
